How about wearing more 
clothes and turning down thermostats, installing solar heating, fitting fluorescent light bulbs, using 
smaller cars and driving more slowly, and recycling more of our waste ? More information from 
Christopher Hall [38225] or John Scott [38216]. 


NEWS FROM HEMP TON 


Once again St John's Church looked beautiful, decked out in Spring blossom for the 
Easter Services. Once again we record the need for rapid action to begin the 
fitting of a damp course. Once again we have to report we still await a decision... 


Anticipating the recent heavy showers - or perhaps something worse - and perhaps 
inspired by the Grand National, drainage channels have been cut through the verges 
along the Hempton Road. We still await a footpath but we do have our own 
steeplechase course. Walkers and riders beware - especially when the grass grows 
back and hides the trenches. 


My comments on field paths in last month's News have been overshadowed by the 
strongly worded reports in both the Banbury Guardian and the Oxford Times - 73 
problems in 8 miles of field paths. “Deddington is by no means a typical example of 
& parish in North Oxfordshire, It is e lot worse than many other parishes within 
the county" (Oxford Times, 10 April, page 1!) was part of the quoted response from a 
Council Council officer. A number of people in Hempton have commented on the state 


of local paths ~ and of having been threatened with a shotgun while attempting to 
use a right of way! 


The local 1.25000 ¢2.5 inches to the mile) Ordnance Survey map "Banbury South and 
Brackley" has recently been revised and published, after a wait of many years. It 
clearly marks both footpath and bridlepath rights of way and helpfully shows field 
boundaries so as to indicate, for example, which side of a hedge a path runs. 

A few years ago a new property was built in Hempton village overlooking an existing 
house, despite assurances from the planning office that this wouldn't happen. Why? 
Well mainly because the site plan was out of date and did not show the true 
position of that existing house. “Oh sorry", said Bodicote House, "there's nothing 
we can do about it at this stage. It’s too late...” Attention has been drawn to 
this problem of inaccurate plans in a letter to the Parish Council. CIT IS ALSO THE 
SUBJECT OF A WI RESOLUTION- EDS] Accurate maps and plans, up to date with recent 
development included, are necessary for local councils to give reasoned and 
reasonable comment and for the officers to give valid advice and the Cherwell 
Planning Committee to come to a fair decision. 


After the April Parish Council meeting it was found that the latest application for 
housing development in Earl’s Lane was supported by a map which failed to show the 
access strip of land belonging to the School and leading to the main playing field. 
This despite the fact that the development site was practically alongside! Not good 
enough. Presumably the map had been updated piecemeal from an old one which was 
drawn before the land “swap" between the previous school grounds and the former 
Benfields Garage lorry park - some 15 years ago! At least one mature hedge seemed 
to be totally omitted and the school car park had shrunk to the width of a domestic 
garage runway! 


The Rev Fred Secombe made it to preach at Deddington on Easter Sunday - just, and 
despite the efforts of the County Sign Shifters on whose antics we have previously 
commented, With the aid of an apparently up-to-date road atlas, Mr Secombe's party 
had travelled from Cardiff and were looking for signs to the A423. We know what 
happened to that! I wonder how many other Easter travellers were wandering, 
likewise perplexed. To quote the Rev Fred's brother Harry ‘Ned of Wales’ Seagoon 
(Tales of Men's Shirts, 1959), "Navigator, what is our position?" "Desperate!"

THE MECCA OF THE STREET ORGAN WORLD by Joan & Georf Todd 


Over Easter we visited Holland, the mecca of the street organ world. We spent the 
first three days at a festival in Assen with participants from Surtyerland and many 
parts of both Germany and Holland. While we distributed hot cross buns on Good 
Friday, other participants celebrated Easter Day with gifts of eggs, Easter rabbits 
and chicks. The Deddington tea towels which we presented to the organisers were 
much appreciated. 

On the Saturday we played in the streets and even had an offer of some pearly 
buttons which we gratefully accepted. On the Monday many hundreds of people, 
including the Mayor, visited the town’s organ museum to hear the music being played 
on fifteen large and two dozen small organs. At the Floriade (a once-in-a-decade 
Garden Festival) we saw acres of bulbs in flower; thence to the National Museum in 
Utrecht, before returning to the North. 

The weekend started with a concert in Franeker church, by three street organs and 
the church's own fine organ. The acoustics in the building were superb. After 
Saturday's reception by the mayor we all went out along the streets and canals to 
play our instruments. This time there were only five large organs and twenty 
smaller ones. A special feature was the appearance of an old English steam traction 
engine.

THE WAY WE WERE 


THE CASTLE GROUNOS BOWLING CLUB by Fred Deely 


When I went to school, all that was left of the factory (now the British Legion) 
were the walls and a blacksmith's forge at the rear. The blacksmith was George 
Clarke. He joined up in the 1914-18 war and lost a leg. I believe it was during the 
War that it was rebuilt {THE FORGE, NOT THE LEG! ~ EDS] and the Conservatives took 
it over. About 1920 the YMCA took over. They also took over the Castle Grounds and 
hed a Bowling Green laid on the south side of the grounds, calling it the Castle 
Grounds Bowling Club. There were about 15 members including Mrs Lily Hill's 

father, two brothers, two uncles and one cousin (she writes in The Deddington 
News). Mr Holford gave a Cup to the played for between the Castle Grounds Club and 
The Beeches Club, twice on the Beeches Green and twice on the Castle Green. Tempers 


flared once or twice and one night Jesse Callow and Bert Brewer got to fighting 
over a measurement. 


Then in the late 1920s Mr Bradshaw, a Director of a London Brewery, gave a cup 
called the Bradshaw Cup which was played for on a League basis. The Castle Club won 
it on three occasions, the Beeches on two and Barton, Oxford (Summertown) and 
Heyford one each. The 'night of the year' was in November when Mr Bradshaw gave a 
dinner to the clubs and gave miniatures to the winners. This was held at Steeple 
Aston School. Round about 1930 the Castle Club was wound up and some of the members 
joined the Beeches. Then Mr Wing, who was the Headmaster of Deddington School, had 
a concrete wicket laid on the site for the school boys to practise on, It was 
hardly ever used and one can still see some of the concrete there. Now every year 
the Bradshaw Cup is played for between a selected team from Oxford and a selected 
team from the County. The "Triples" we play for was left to me by Mrs Ell, wife of 
Chris, who won it in the 1914-18 war. 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGQ by Buffy Heywood 


In the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month of May 1842, the main event 
was the visitation of the Church by the Bishop. 


3RD MAY - A grand Teetotallers Exhibition took place for the first time at a house 
in Pilcock Street ~- accompanied with flags and a band of music - a display I could 
not approve of. I paid off my Bailiff and told him he might go about his business, 
I had caught him out in two or three falsehoods. 

4TH MAY ~ I granted a summons in an assault case which took place here last night - 
in consequence of the Teetotal meeting having drawn a number of bad and loose 
characters into the place. 

5TH MAY ~ My assessed tax paper was delivered to me today. Filled it up as usual. 
13TH MAY - No prayers as usual, the Church and Chancel being under cleansing order 
preparatory to the Visitation on the 24th. Walked up to the Church and gave 
directions more particularly than I had done about the colouring and painting going 
on there. 

18th MAY ~ The Bands came down and played as usual and the Morris Dancers appeared 
from this place and Kings Sutton - more people in the town than at any former Club 
since we came here. Our New Street door made of Chesterton oak was completed 
hanging today. 

24TH MAY - The Bishop held his Visitation here and delivered a most appropriate and 
Christian Prelate's charge entering fully into the conflicting opinions now 
prevalent at Oxford more especially as they should tend to encourage the growth or 
rather revival of popery amongst the rising generation both in Church and State. 
The sentiments contained in it were conceived in a truly Christian spirit and 
delivered accordingly. The attendance of the clergy was numerous beyond former 
precedents. I proposed the Bishop's health after dinner and requested him to 
publish his charge, which he consented to do. Mr Rushton, the late Curate of 
Banbury, preached the sermon - too long - an hour and 20 minutes. The Bishop went 
afterwards and consecrated the new Burial Ground at Adderbury,

Since the last issue, the following items have been donated. A very old gardening 
implement - a type of auger - by MR ALBERT HUMPHRIES, Additionally Mr Humphries has 
located one of Deddington's old fire engines plus other material relating to the 
Deddington brigade of yesteryear. This is a remarkable find and it is hoped that 
all these items eventually may be returned to Deddington, but the question of 
proper security requires to be resolved before agreement can be reached on this 
aspect. MRS RUTH JOHNSON has given one of the books of petrol coupons which were 
issued during the last war. A wide variety of items associated with Deddington in 
past years have been received from MR CLIVE SANDERS. This is Mr Sanders’ second 


donation to the museum. We are extremely grateful to Mrs Johnson and Messrs 
Humphries. and Sanders. ‘ 


Several months ago we reported that a memorial to a dog which had served in the 
1914/18 war had been discovered in a garden in Deddington. A number of residents 
felt that a more suitable resting place for the memorial would be in the museum, 
provided all the necessary permissions could be obtained. We promised to keep 
readers informed and we now have to report that the owners of the garden are 
divided over the removal of the memorial and they have decided to give further 
consideration to the matter in twelve months time. 


At an open meeting in the Town Hall on 23 April, it was agreed that the Trustees of 
Deddington Charity Estates would meet the Parish Council to discuss how the Town 
Hall and museum might be developed as a major asset to the community. A feasibility 
study will be required, outlining the main options and costs.
